DRIVER IDENTIFED, ~ 
HELD FOR HOMICIDE 


Robert. Karnes. Pursued for 
Two Miles by Woman Who 
Gives Number to Police. 


Arrested on information gained 
by a woman in a two-mile automo- 
bile pursuit of a fleeing motorist, 


Robert Karnes, 56 years old, 4121 
Delmar boulevard, was ordered 
held.on $5000 bond today when a 
Coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
of homicide in the death of a man 
alleged to have been killed yester- 
day by Karnes’ automobile. , 

The woman who got the informa- 
tion leading to Karnes’ arrest was 
Mrs. Viola Steeber, 2119 Bast Obear 
avenue, who witnessed the killing 
of Michael J. Hogan, 68-year-old 
railroad yard clerk, in front of 1529 
North Broadway at 4 p. m. 1 

Hogan, who lived at 3017 
Rauschenbach avenue, was struck 
by a gray sedan driven north in 
Broadway. The driver sped on, 
and was followed by Mrs. Steeber, 
rection and saw Hogan struck. 

Mrs. Steeber later reported that 
she made repeated attempts to 
draw abreust of the other car and 
was prevented from doing so by 
the driver, who swerved to the left 
whenever she drew near. Mrs. 
Steeber memorized the license 
number of the other car, 495-200, 
and gave up the chase at Bremen 
avenue, 3900 north. She returned 
to the point where Hogan had been 
struck, and gave the license num- 
ber to a policeman, who telephoned 
headquarters. 

Within a few moments the II- 
cense number and description of 
the car, furnished by Mrs. Steeber, 
had been broadcast over the police 
radio with instructions for the ar- 
rest of the driver. 

Fifteen minutes later Detective 
Sergts. Roach and Greenway, in a 
radio-equipped police car, saw a 
gray sedan bearing license number 
495-200 being driven west in Case 
avenue, near Grand boulevard. The 
officers stopped the machine and 
arrested the driver, whe said he 
was Robert Karnes. 

The left side of the radiator and 
hood of the sedan were dented, and 
the headlight was damaged. Asked 
by the officers how the machine 
had been damaged, Karnes is quot- 
ed as saying, “I don’t know what 
happened.” 

Sergt. Roach reported he found | 
a pint bottle partly - filled with 
whisky in the man’s pocket, ani 
detected the odor of alcohol on 
his breath. At City Hospital phy- 
sicians said the prisoner had been 
drinking, but was not mtoxicated.

PLEADS NOT GUILTY 


A. W. Crandall Says He 
Has No Money and Asks 
Court to Name Counsel 

for Him. 


Special Agent Archie W. Cran- 
dall of the St. Iauis office of the 
Department of Justice was indicted 
for bribery by the Federal grand 
jury last Thursday, it became 
known today when Crandall was 
arraigned before Jutige Faris and 
entered a plea of not guilty. 

The indictment charges the 
agent, 12 years in Government 
service, with soliciting and accept- 
ing a bribe of $350 to falsify his 
report and to agree to falsify testi- 
mony before the grand jury, in the 
investigation of two East St. Louis- 
ans charged with conspiracy to 
violate the bankruptcy laws. 

Although Assistant United States 
Attorney Crooks, in charge of the 
casé, would not discuss its details, 
it was learned that charges were 
filed against Crandall after Depart- 
ment of Justice agents had listened 
by dictaphone to a conversation be- 
tween him and Arthur Weiler, 
Altamont (III.) druggist, in a 
room in Hotel Jefferson on Dec, 26 
last. 

The Government hopes to show, it 
was learned, that they met there in 
conformity with a telephone call 
made by Crandall the preceding day 
to Fred Leib of Ziegler, III., 
Weiler’s co-defendant in a conspir- 
acy indictment now pending in 
Bast St. Louis Federal Court.

GERMANY STOPS PRICE-FIXING 
ON TRADEMARKED ARTICLES 


Measure Is Move in ,Government’s 
Campaign for General 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Jan. 17-—The Govern- 
ment has begun a nation-wide cam- 
paign of general p reduction, 
trademarked articlesereceiving the 
weight of its newest measure. 

A decree published today declares 
null and void all price-fixing 
agreements affecting the retail 
price of trademarked articles, the 
prices of which have been reduced 
at least 10 per cent since July 1, 
1930. 

Hitherto a retailer’s promise to 
maintain the price of a  trade- 
marked article has been legally 
enforceable in Germany, but by re- 
moving the law’s protection from 
manufacturers who refuse to join 
the price reduction movement, the 
Government has made such manu- 
facturers liable to even greater re- 
ductions in a price war.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1%.—Com- 
munism was called a grave threat 
to democratic governments and 
their economic structure in the 
formal report submitted today to 
the House by its special Commun- 
ist Investigating Committee. 

In a summary of evidence gath- 
ered in eight months’ study of com- 


munistic activities in every section 
of the country, the committee de- 
tailed its finding as a basis of leg- 
islative action. It recommended 
[drastic legislation for the suppres- 
sion of communism, strengthien- 
ing of the deportation laws, and 4 
law to outlaw the communist 
party. 

Inquiry Began Last Spring. 

The group of five, led by Rep- 
resentative Fish (Rep.), New York. 
was ordered by the House last 
spring to inquire into communist 
activities. Its report estimate 
there were between 500,000 and 
600,000 communists and active 
symrpathizers in this country. Only 
12,000, however, were considered 
dues-paying members of the party. 

The principles‘and aims of Com- 
munists were the same throughout 
the world, said the committee, and 
all took their orders from the 
Communist International with 
headquarters in Moscow and “obey 
them implicitly.” . 

“The committee is convinced,” it 
added, “that the surest and most 
effective way of combatting com- 
munism in the United States is to 
give the fullest possible publicity to 
the fundamental principles and 
aims of the communists.”

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DEATH TOLL NOW 65 


30 Persons Killed at Guela- 
pova and 20 at Miahuat- 
lan — Increase in List Is 
Expected.

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 17.— An 
almost continual earthquake, ac- 
companied by weird subterranean 
rumblings, caused new alarm in 


the valley of Oaxaca today. The 
valley was shaken again and again. 
Some new damage was caused. Ad- 
vices reached the city from outly- 
ing towns and villages of the ex- 
tent of the disaster which accom- 
papied Wednesday night's quakes. 

irty persons were killed when 
Wednesday's earthquake struck 
the village of Guelapova, 30 miles 
west of Oaxaca City, reports say. 
An unconfirmed report from Huix- 
tepec, 18 miles south of Oaxaca 
City, says several persons were 
thought to have been killed in the 
collapse of an old church there. 

These latest dispatches brought 
the known death toll to 65. Twen- 
ty were killed at Miahuatlan, south 
of Oaxaca City, 12 at Oaxaca City 
and three in Mexico City. 
feared that the number of victims 
will be larger as definite reports 
are received. 

Conservative estimates say Oax- 
aca City was at least half de- 
atroyed. 

Reports that 51 persons had been 
killed in the town of Zimatian, near 
Oaxaca, circulated today but they 
could not be verified. 

Sounds Like Artillery Fire. 

Dr. Juan Rueda, in charge -of 
the observatory at Oaxaca, tele- 
phoning to the nationa: meteoro- 
logical station here, described the 
continuing earthquakes and sub- 
terranean rumbling as “sounding 
as if many pieces of artillery .of 
heavy caliber were doing continu- 
ous firing.“ 

He continued: “At the time of 
filing this message the movements 
continue with hardly a minute's 
suspension, after which they return 
again with the same desperate in- 
sistence.“ 

The constant trembling and the 
accompanying subterranean roar, 
he said, has caused “indescribable 
panic“ among the residents, many 
of whom have fled to the hills. 

Rueda stated that all the observ- 
atory’s instruments had been 
thrown out of order and that he 
could report only the shocks which 
he himself felt and heard. He said 
that 11 bodies had been recovered 
and that nine seriously injured per- 
sons were being cared for in field 
tents set up in the public park. 

In Mexico City three light earth- 
quakes were felt yesterday. The 
firat, the strongest, was at 12:30 
p. m., the next at 5:15 p. m., and 
the last at 10:30 p. m. 

Dispatches from Pinotepa Na- 
cional, in the southwest corner of 
Oaxaca, say Wednesday's quakes 
were followed by a rain of shoot- 
ing stars. The phenomenon added 
greatly to the fear of the Indian 
natives, 

Volcano Of Colima Active. 

Colima dispatches. say that the 
semiactive volcano of Colima has 
begun to emit smoke and low rum- 
dlinga. The volcano is about 200 
miles south of Ceboruco, which 
last week showed Lens of renewed 
activity.

Meantime, on the House side of 
the Capitol, Representative Will 
Wood of Indiana, the Chairman of 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee and an important cog in the 
machine controlling that branch 
of Congress, was predicting that 
the House never would accept the 
Robinson amendment. 
Wood said that, if the Senate in- 
sisted on it, a deadlock would 
ensue that might prevent the pas- 
sage of any of the supply bills in 
the present session. In that event, 
he said, an extra session could be 
averted only through the passage 
of a continuing resolution making 
the old appropriations for the sev- 
eral departments apply to the com- 
ing fiscal year. 
Expressing the administration 
point of view, Wood said the same 
principle was at stake as in the 
controversy over the rejected $15,- 
000,000 fund for food loans to 
farmers. 
“We held and we still hold,” said 
Wood, that direct relief would dry 
up the sources of private charity 
to which the nation always has 
looked for distress relief. Accept- 
ance of the Robinson amendment 
would be a long step towards the 
conversion of the Red Cross into a 
mere distribution agency. 

“Great Doubt as to Need.“ 
Moreover, great doubt exists as 
to the need of any such large 
amount as $25,000,000. The Red 
Cross is handling the. situation 
valiantly, Our latest reports are 
that the $10,000,000 which the 
President and John Barton Payne 
have asked of the country through 
private contributions will be am- 
ple. . 

“The Senate agitation has cre- 
ated doubt as to the part the Fed- 
eral Government is to-play and is 
holding back the Red Cross can- 
vass, 

“It would be well for the 
states, counties, cities and towns to 
realize at once that drafts are not 
to be made on the public treasury. 
The President is against this pol- 
icy, the best thought of the nation 
is against it and, unless I am 
greatly mistaken, the House is 
against it.“ 
Among those in the Senate who 
defended the President's policy, the 
discussion was along similar lines. 
Bingham (Rep.), Connecticut, 
conceded that the Red Cross had 
been “a little slow in realizing the 
extent of the suffering,” but he felt 
that the Red Cross was competent 
to take care of the situation and 
should be allowed to do o through 
private contributions.

POLICE BOARD VERDICT 
ON BEATING OF CITIZEN 


Officers Justified Because Ar- 
rested Man Didn’t Co-oper- 
ate, Hocker Explains.

His remarks were evoked by evi- 
dence at the trial of the police-

Both 
officers testified they were in a 
restaurant at Eleventh street and 
Clark avenue on Jan. 7, when 
Growder stopped at the curb out- 
side and his brother-in-law, Dewey 
Noakes, got out of the machine and 
entered the restaurant under such 
circumstances as to arouse their 
suspicions. 

Sus Possible Holdup. ~ 

Noakes, they testified, had his 
hands in his overcoat pockets, his 
hat drawn over his eyes. At the 
curb Crowder waited for him with 
the door open and the motor run- 
ning. Suspecting a possible holdup 
Albes stopped Noakes for ques- 
tioning while Trelford, his hand 
on the butt of his revolver in his 
overcoat pocket, went out to ques- 
tion Crowder. 

In the rear seat of Crowder's 
car Trelford saw four cartons of 
cigarettes and some plumbing fix- 
tures, which he said further 
strengthened his suspicions. He 
declared Crowder gave his name 
but declined to say precisely where 
he lived, became abusive and told 


him to arrest him if he wanted to 


know any more. 

After a brief dispute auring 
which Crowder said he had receipts 
for his material, he and Noakes 
were arrested and taken to Central 
District Station. In the garage, th 
policemen testified, Crowder de- 
clined to park his car where Trel- 
ford told him to put it, continued 
profane and abusive, and finally 
struck at Albes, knocking off his 
cap. 

Freed After Four Hours. 

Albes admitted he struck back 
and that both policemen seized 
Crowder by the arms. Crowder was 
locked up and held for four hours 
until about 10 o’clock, when he 
was released on bonds. His in- 
juries intluded a slight discolora- 
tion below one eye and abrasion 
of the cheek, 

Crowder denied he was 8 
but Noakes, who said he had been 
arrested twice previously, expressed 
the opinion Crowder “had been 
foolish.” He added, however, that 
the policemen should not have 
struck him.

*‘Charitable”— $517,231. 
Deduction Denied by Tax

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Use of 
the word “benevolent” instead of 
„echaritable“ in the will of the late 
George Warren Brown, St. Louis 
millionaire philanthropist, has re- 
sulted in the loss of the estate tax 
suit of the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co., and Mrs. Bettie B. Brown, 
executors, against the Commission- 
er of Internal Revenue. 

The Federal Board of Tax Ap- 
peals yesterday sustained the Rev- 
enue Commission's refusal to allow 
the deduction of $517,231, willed by 
Brown to the executors for “ben- 
evolent” purposes, together with 
750 shares of preferred stock in 
the Brown Shoe Co., willed under 
conditions to the _Union Methodist 
Church, 

The Appeals Board also rejected 
a claim that the Missouri law au- 
thorized the deduction of the 
widow’s dower from the gross es- 
tate, but held that the Commission- 
er had had no right to include the 
value of certuin pieces of Missouri 
real estate in calculating taxes due. 

$65,027 Additional Assessed. 
The estate had already paid $85,- 
168 in Federal taxes and the com- 
| missioner had assessed an addition- 
al $65,027. 

Charles P. Smith, a member of 
the board, dissented from the ma- 
jority opinion. Smith held that 
Congress intended to give a broad 
definition to the word “benevo- 
lence.” 

The majority admitted that the 
money left by Brown had been 
used for religious, charitable, scien- 
tific, literary or educational pur- 
poses, as provided for by the 1921 
revenue act. The board held, how- 
ever, that the use of the word 
“benevolent” instead of ‘“charita- 
ble” had given phe executors too 
much. discretion. 

After citing that there was a 
general’ legal difference between 
“benevolence” and “charity,” the 
board said: We have carefully 
examined the will to arrive at his 
intention. We have not overlooked 
the character of the man as man- 
ifested in the disposition of his 
property. He made many gifts to 
educational institutions, many to 
charities, and was generous in his 
support of various activities of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. He 
undoubtedly wanted particularly 
to help young people. Yet it is en- 
tirely consistent with all we know 
of him to believe that in his rather 
lengthy will he specifically re- 
membered all of the religious, char- 
itable or educational organizations 
which he definitely knew he want- 
ed to devote some of his estate to, 
and that he deliberately broadened 
the scope of the bequest now in 
question by allowing the trustees, 
in whom he had absolute confi- 
dence, the whole field of benevo- 
lence rather than limiting them to 
charity, religion or education.” 
What “Benevolence” Might Mean. 

The board said that without vio- 
lating the terms of the will, the 
trustees could have used the money 
to open a reduced rate golf course, 
to provide free room and board to 
all ministers visiting St. Louis, to 
buy Christmas presents for all chil- 
dren in St. Louis or to provide mo. 
tor cars for all Methodist Bishops 
so that they could enjoy their lei- 
sure and through expedition extend 
their labors. 

“We are conscious of the fact,” 
the majority opinion continued, 
“that Congress intended to encour- 
age bequests for the purposes men- 
tioned in the act—yet it is plain 
words must govern, and for us to 
enlarge the class of deductions 
merely because the present case 
presents a difficult and close ques- 
tion, would be quite ont of place.”

It was the purpose of the Bill of Rights to spare the 


noyance visited for centuries upon the people of 
Europe by officers of the law. The right of castle 
has been called the keystone of human liberty. When 
national prohibition was instituted in the United 
States there was a disposition upon the part of both 
state and Federal courts to disregard the constitu- 
tional mandate that no man’s premises, whether pub- 
lic or private, shall be invaded by the law except 
with judicial sanction. That is, the Consiitution un- 
dertook to say that before an officer can invade such 
premises he must show reasonable cause and secure 
a warrant. 
Folding lightly this very keystone of our liberties 
was what turned the tide against national prohibition. 
In time the courts saw the error of their way and 
refused to countenance the widespread practice of 
raiding without warrant in liquor cases. Within the 
last few years many such convictions have been de- 
nounced in the severest terms by United States Cir- 
cuit Courts and United States Courts of Appeals. 
About a year ago Judge Charles B. Faris announced 
from the Federal bench in St. Louis that if either 
the Federal or State officers were going to bring 
liquor cases into his court they had to come with 
clean hands. They could not scrap one part of 
the Constitution to make good another part of the 
Same instrument. 
The grim necessities of time are always greater 
than the fancied necessities of time-serving. The Po- 
lice Department of St. Louis knows not what it does. 
It pleads the necessities of the moment against the 
necessities of all time to come. Gov. Caulfield will, 
we are sure, not merely stop the practice but also 
characterize it for what it is. Have.we sunk so low 
that spying and tale-bearing can be set above the 
rights and liberties of the people? The Post-Dispatch 
refuses to believe it, and we do not imagine that 
the Governor of Missouri, whose creature the police 
Department of St. Louis is, will tolerate it. Even 
the Supreme Court of the United States has de- 
nounced it, Indeed, when the new Civil Courts Build- 
ing in St. Louis was dedicated last June the speaker, 
Justice Pierce Butler of the United States Supreme 
Court, said: 


It is sometimes said that the safeguards es- 
tablished for the protection of persons accused 
of erime are not necessary for their protection, 
impose upon the prosecution intolerable burdens 
and make it easy for the guilty to escape eon 
.Viction. Complaint is made against the force 
giyen to the presumption pf innocence, the rule 
of requiring proof beyond a reasonable doubt, the 
right of silence, the protection from unreason- 
able searches and compulsory sélf-incrimination, 
and against other safeguards of liberty that have 
long been imbedded in our law.

If ade- 
quate forces for detection of crime and appre- 
hefhsion of criminals faithfully support competent 
prosecuting attorneys in trial before intelligent 
and unbiased juries rightly guided by the pre- 
siding Judge, miscarriages of justice will be 
few. Our bills of rights do not stand in the way 
of justice. They give assurance that the bless- 
ings of liberty are to continue.

This was done, 
among other means, by reporting as employed all 
those workers who nominally had jobs, even though 
they had had neither work nor pay for many months 
prior to the enumeration. ; 

The inadequacy of this count became apparent 
when Col. Arthur Woods, the chairman of the Presi- 
dent’s Emergency Committee on Unemployment, was 
forced to ask the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. 
to furnish him with reliable information as to 
the numbers of those who lacked work. The Metro- 
politan bas now completed its survey and has laid 
its findings before the administration. But no word 
has been given to the public concerning the situation 
which they reveal. Col. Woods, in his appearance be- 
tore the Senate committee, placed the number of 
unemployed at somewhere between four and five mil- 
lion. This is double the number announced as jobless 
by the Bureau of the Census only a few weeks ago. 
What did the Metropolitan’s figures show? Are the 
numbers without work even greater than Col. Woods 
admits? If so, how much greater? If they were less, 
it scarcely seems likely that the report would have 
been suppressed. 
Into this situation came the Census Bureau this 
week to make another count of the jobless in 20 lead- 
ing cities, including St. Louis. What is the purpose 
of this third enumeration? Is it being made for the 
purpose of re-establishing the Bureau of the Census 
in popular esteem as an impartial agency for the col- 
lection and presentation of facts, free of political 
bias? Or are we to be offered further doctored fig- 
ures for the purpose of convincing us that the present 
situation is far less serious than is actually the case? 
Past experience will compel us to be wary of accept- 
ing the results of the new enumeration at their face 
value. . . 
So far the truth has been tampered with. That we 
know. But we may charitably assume that the mo- 
tives which actuated this conduct were worthy ones. 
Undoubtedly the administration believes that the pub- 
lication of the full facts would unfortunately affect 
business psychology and delay ‘business recovery and 
that fictitious understatements may be expected to 
restore optimism and bring back prosperity. This, we 
believe, is a mistaken view. We do not subscribe to 
the chief dogma in the conservative creed—that bus- 
iness i toms will magically solve all economic 
problems. Certainly the present ig a time for facing 
the facts and deliberately undertaking the work of 
reconstruction. It will take something more than 
bedtime stories to lead us out of the slough of de- 
spond. Nor can business optimism be successfully in- 
duced by the known suppression or distortion of the 
truth. : 
Let us hope that this time the census will give us 
an honest count. And then let us abandon dream- 
land and go to work to care for the needy, restore 
business activity and adopt those measures which 
will prevent the recurrence of widespread want and 
misery in our time.

Explanatory Note No. 11 appended to the Circuit 
Attorney’s business-like balance Sheet of crime and 
punishment for 1930 again impresses the fact that 
17 to 30 are the dangerous ages.

Worker and family are expected to underwrite industrial irregularity; case. stories 
what misery this is done; savings are spent and credit exhausted; family 
skimps on food, moves to cheaper quarters; may accept charity, often as last re- 
source; insurance system urged to lift this burden from shoulders of labor group. 


T is obvious that the regularization of in- 
| dustry cannot be carried out by the man 

whom it most directly affects. We put 
that up to management. But it seems to 
be assumed that by some miracle he and his 
family can underwrite the irregularity of 
industry. Our analysis of 150 case stories 
throws light on how such households try 
to underwrite unemployment and what it 
costs them. 

Savings are the first cushion; cash sav- 
ings first of all. Many of our families had 
small savings but there is nothing 1 their 
experience to show that high wages are 
general enough or continuous enough for 
savings to give any general security. When 
it has taken 16 years to save $700; as it had 
the De Pesas ot Boston, and you wipe it 


have lost something more than the $700. 
You do not start again with the same spirit. 
After the cash savings are gone, insurance 
policies lapse. They are small policies, most 
of them, enough to see them through a 
decent burial, but they mean something al- 
most symbolic to the poor. 

Furniture is savings; and we find furni- 
ture sold or, more often, lost to the install- 
ment collector. The installment house 
stripped the rooms of the De Macios of 
‘Pittsburg and left only mattresses, broken 
chairs and a hotplate. It meant more than 
the actual loss of furniture when the young 
Greens had saved $1500 over five years to 
buy their furnishings and were forced to 
sell them for $200. These material things 
stand for steps along the line of respecta- 
bility and progress,

What is the next line of defense these 
families fall back upon? They borrow. 
Families without houses, furniture or ar- 
ticles which can be sold or pawned, are 
thrust quickly on the mercy of the landlord 
and the grocer. To the members of a 
household who have paid their rent 
promptly and hold their heads high in the 
neighborhood, this running into debt is a 
humiliating business and the daily facing of 
creditors adds to the strain which is put 
upon family relationships. “I can tell you 
what unemployment has done for us,“ said 
Mr. Conway. of Louisville. “It has got us 
33 in debt that we can never pull 
out.“ ‘ 

And whether it is the wage earner’s fam- 
ily that thus eats up his future earnings, 
or the small shopkeeper who carries them 
and runs into bankruptcy all the faster if 
he has a heart, we cannot think it good 
public policy thus to let things drift. 

When other things have been exhaust- 
ed, and in most instances only then, the 
family asks for charity: Before they were 
through, a third of our families had done 
so-——but often only after a long struggle. 
Some few became pauperized but many 
could never reconcile themselves to ac- 
cepting help from strangers.

Changes Since 1919. 

Since 1919, he said, industrial 
output has increased 22 per cent, 
according to current official fig- 
ures, while the number of em- 
ployed workers has decreased by 
16 per cent. Seemingly, the only 
explanation for that was the in- 
creasing efficiency of the machine, 
and almost synonymous with ma- 
chinery was standardization, a 
standardization which covered 
much more than the mere prod- 
uct. In a chain store, for exam- 
ple, the location of the goods in 
the store was standardized, and the 
service was standardized as well. 
Only in very small details did the 
clerk: have any option; he might be 
discharged, for example, if he re- 
moved the breakfast food from 
its standard place. 

Noting other manifestations of 
the standardized “chain” system, 
such as branch mail order stores 
and branch banks, he continued, 
As this situation becomes more 
deep-seated and widespread, it's 
going necessarily to mean an in- 
crease in the size of the typical 
plant. One grocery chain, I be- 
lieve, has several thousand stores, 
and a mail order firm has sevéral 
hundred. 

“This growth of a few chains 
tends to decrease the number of 
other concerns that can success- 
uflly hold their own in competi- 
tion, and makes it a probability 
that the final word will be com- 
plete. unity in a given line.

duction of “Don Juan” offered by 
the Germay Opera Co, _ith all the 
indulgence avaflable. Certainly it 
was still possible to recognize the 
music of last night’s performance 
at the Odeon as the most civilized 
and urbane music ever written and 
there were even occasions when the 
efforts of the performing artists 
helped to make it more so. 


But for the most part the com- 
pany was not up. to Mozart. The 
long phrases were rudely’ handled 
by singers who could not produce 
the necessary cantilena and who 
frequently distorted the contours of 
the music by the application of 
high-powered Wagnerian dynamics. 
The Mozartean exuberance suffered 
badly at the hands of ladies and 
gentlemen who were evidently 
taught to regard ail opera as seri- 
ous business. 


Partial exceptions must be made 
for two performers, Eric Wildha- 
gen who sang the title role, and 
Annete Royak who undertook the 
role of Zerlina. Wildhagen’s voice 
had depth, resonance and a certain) 
flexibility and his appearance was 
sufficiently engaging to make him 
seem not altogether impossible as 
a lady kiNer. But Wildhagen’s 
general treatment of the role was 
curiously phlegmatic. Miss Royak 
looked and acted her ‘part satis- 
factorily but was limited by a voice 
of thin, uneven texture. 

Mozart's music was, of course, 
no secret to Von Schillings, who 
conducted.

N rrew York rings today—and 

elsewhere as well—the all im- 
portant office of referee has 
been reduced to a _ negligible 
quantity and the right to render 
decisions placed in the hands of 
men far less competent. 

Around the ring at each. fight 
are two judges, a timekeeper, 
a knockdown timekeeper and 
also a clock which keeps count 
of the time. In the ring is the 
referee and somewhere. within 
talking distance are three com- 
missioners ready to intervene. In 
spite of, or perhaps because of 
all this supervision.

What a travesty on regulation!

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Georgia Democrat Demands 
Changes Limiting Power 
of Committees and Their 
Chairmen. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The 
stringent rules of the House of 


Representatives, which for years 
have made the course of Adminis- 
tration-supported degislation a com- 
paratively smooth one, appear 
likely to be loosened. 

The subject is engrossing many 
members now although the action 
will come, if it does, with the or- 
ganization of the next House. Some 
Democrats, restive under the iron 
control of legislation by the Re- 
publican leadership, have openly 
denounced the prese ent system. Re- 
publicans of insurgent tendencies 
have been giving the impression 
they may bolt from the party fold 
unless consideration of their in- 
dependent proposals is made easier. 

The Republican gteersmen, close- 
mouthed when s king for publi- 
cation, have goné so far as to ad- 
mit in private that the complexion 
of the next House will force some 
changes in the rules. Their party 
will have but 218 seats, the Dem- 
ocrats four fewer because of two 
vacancies, and the Farmer-Labor 
party will have one spokesman. 

To Lack “Workable Majority.“ 

Even after one or tle other par- 
ty succeeds in organizing the next 
House, control as now held by the 
Republicans will be non-existent. 
There are almost always defections 
from party lines at voting time, 
and the .so-called “workable ma- 
jority” which in the present House 
normally insures Republican suc- 
cess will not be available to either 
side to offset this switching. 

The central point of attack for 
advocates of rule changes, notably 
Representative Crisp (Dem.) Geor- 
gia, is what they call the Republi- 
can “triumvirate,” composed of 
Speaker Longworth, Majority 
Leader Tilson and Chairman Snell 
of the Rules Committee. 

Demands Three Changes. 

Crisp has demanded three 
changes. The first would permit a 
majority of any committee to con- 
sider legislation referred to it over 
objections of the chairman, who 
frequently is successful now in 
pocketing a disliked bill, The sec- 
ond would give 100 members pow- 
er to take legislation out of the 
hands of a committee instead of 
the present 218, or majority of the 
membership. The third would give 
the House routine opportunity to 
consider discharging conferees ap- 
pointed to deal with Senate amend- 


ments, instead of the present pow- 


er, which is limited to giving them 
instructions. Discharging con- 
ferees, Crisp says, cannot be ac- 
complished unless the ‘trium- 
virate“ decides to bring in a spe- 
cial rule. His demand for these 
changes has been based on the con- 
tention that present procedure pre- 
vented the House from expressing 
itself on much of the legislation 
enacted. 

The Republican leaders’ conten- 
tion has been that while their par- 
ty had control of the House it 
held responsibility for all legisla- 
tion it passed. With the division 
in the next House, some of them 
hold, both parties will be account- 
able for the House's deeds. 

To Crisp’s demand for liberal- 
ization Chairman Snell has retort- 
ed that no effort to liberalize rules 
had been made by the Georgian as 
long as his own party was in pow- 
er.

A., is seriously wounded and un- 
der police guard as the result of 
gun play and an unexplained wild 
ride in a commandeered taxicab. 

Wesson was shot near the. heart 
by .a policéman. Officers said he, 
had entered a cab, ordering the 
driver to take him to an airport 
on the outskirts of the city. Get- 
ting there, he told the driver to 
start back. In a few minutes he 
produced a revolver and fired two 
shots through the windshield, 
meanwhile telling the driver to 
“step on it.” 

He then had the man drive into 
a park-like area surrounding a Ma- 
sonic home, ordered the driver out 
at the point of the pistol and told 
him to light a cigarette. A watch- 
man came out and Wesson ordered 
him back into the house, where he 
promptly phoned police. Wesson 
fired“ three shots at a light on the 
porch of the building, got back in 
the cab and told the driver to 
“step on it.” 

The latter heard the siren of 
a pursuing police car and crashed 
his machine into a tree. He 
jumped and ran just as the police 
car swept by. One. of the officers 
fired into the taxicab and struck 
Wesson in the chest. ‘He was 
taken to a hospital, but could not 
be questioned because of his grave 
condition. 

Policemen said he had not been 
drinking. His father said the 
youth had not been living at home 
lately, but had been involved in 
no troubles. He was employed at 
the airport. 


SUGGESTS CANCELING WAR 
DEBTS Jo END DEPRESSION 


S. Houston of International 
Chamber of Commerce Calls 
Attention to High Taxés. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—The sug- 
gestion was made by Herbert S. 
Houston, a member of the Ameri- 
can Committee of the International 
Chamber of Commerce, that can- 
cellation of war debts abroad was 
a remedy for hard times at home, 
might not be so strange a prescrip- 
tion as it seems. 

“The next biennial convention ‘of 
the International Chamber, which 
will be held in Washington in May, 
has for its avowed purpose the do- 
ing of everything possible to im- 
prove the world economic situa- 
tion,” he said. “One of the impor- 
tant questions to be considered will 
be the unprecedented taxation to 
meet international debts and the 
effect of this on world trade. If 
this effect could be made plain by 
a nonpolitical organization, such 
as the International Chamber, a 
basis of fact and sound judgment 
would be secured, Secretary Mel- 
lon stated jn one of his annual re- 
ports that a restored and prosper- 
ous Europe would be of greater 
value to the United States than the 
collection of all the war debts.”’ 


WHEAT IN LIVERPOOL LOWEST 
SINCE QUEEN ELIZABETH’S DAY 


March Closed Yesterday at 61%; 
Stabilization Corporation Aids 
American Prices. 
By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 17.—Statisticians 
in seeking comparative prices for 
yesterday's record low values of 
wheat announced they had to go 
back 350 years to the time of 
Queen Elizabeth to find a period 
when prices were so low in Liver- 
pool as at present. 
A drop in that leading European 
wheat market yesterday sent prices 
close to the minimum reached 
there two weeks ago and helped 
to lower quotations in American 
markets, although the latter dre 
higher than in other countries, 
owing to the Stabilization Corpo- 
ration’s activities. 
All of the 1930 options were 
softer yesterday, owing to selling 
by Government-sponsoted agencies, 
who have held last year’s crop some 
15 cents. above prices quoted for 
the July option of the 1931 har- 
vests. 
Liverpool’s March wheat closed 
at 61%, with another fractional 
loss for the day. One of the local 
traders with a penchant for rec- 
ords disclosed that, barring a 
slightly lower figure set a few 
weeks ago, this price was the low- 
est paid on the English market 
since before the time of Cromwell 
and even the first of the Stuarts.

Auto Fatalities. 

T is estimated that there are 

more than 21,000,000 of automo- 

biles in the United States, and 
that they travel annually over a 
distance of 143,000,000,000 miles. 

Automobiles are responsible for 
approximately one-fifth of all fatal 
accidents, causing yearly the death 
of more than 23,000 persons. In 
addition, automobiles are responsi- 
ble each year for approximately 
700,000 nonfatal injuries, 

The importance of the fatalities 
and injuries caused by motor cars 
is being widely appreciated, and 
many laudable and to some degree 
effective efforts are being made to 
reduce these. On the other hand, 
little has been done to provide 
prompt and effective care for those 
injured. 

Everywhere more and more 
roads are being builf—usually they 
are wider and smoother than the 
older, roads. They make for more 
automobile. traveling, at greater 
speed. Fg Ne ; 
Even if the ratio of automobiles 
and mileage traveled to accidents, 
fatal or otherwise, is reduced, the 
total number of accidents ig bound 
to mount until the automobile sat- 
uration point is reached. . 

What, therefore, cun be done t 
reduce the seriousness of the acci- 
| dents that do occur? An interest- 
Ing suggestion has been made 1 
this dinection, a suggestion drawn 
from the war experience, . ft 
It is that emergency dressing- 
stations be established at fixed 
points along the automobile 
“front.”
